Sportsplex 
overhaul would 
cost big bucks 


Dartmouth. Committee 
gives thumbs-up to 
$22M facelift for ‘tired/ 
money-losing facility 


A municipal committee is rec¬ 
ommending taking another 
step towards the proposed $22- 
million revitalization of the 
Dartmouth Sportsplex. 

The recommendation from 
the community planning and 
economic development com¬ 
mittee (CPED) will be tabled at 
regional council this week. 

Coun. Gloria McCluslcey, 
who sits on CPED and rep¬ 
resents the district where 
Sportsplex is located, said the 
overhaul has been a long time 
coming. “It is a big deal, and 
we’ve been waiting for it for a 
long time,” she said Sunday. 


“Our Sportsplex is really 
tired, and it’s not fair to the 
people who go there.” 

A staff report suggests the 
42-year-old Sportsplex is run¬ 
ning at an average loss of more 
than $300,000 annually as resi¬ 
dents seek out recreation activ¬ 
ities elsewhere. 

“Recreation trends are shift¬ 
ing to more unstructured and 
experience driven activities 
with more focus on multi-pur¬ 
pose and multi-generational 
facility designs,” states the 
2010 Asbell Revitalization Re¬ 
port quoted in the staff report. 
“With no significant upgrade 
or operating model redesign, 
(Dartmouth Sportsplex) will 
suffer from decreasing levels of 
customer use and satisfaction 
as it continues to age.” 

The report identifies three 
priorities for the revitalization: 
general modernization, more 


family activity space and a large 
community gym, and an ex¬ 
panded fitness centre with pro¬ 
gramming studios for dance, 
gymnastics and yoga. 

No funding is in place for 
the proposal, and CPED is rec¬ 
ommending moving the pro¬ 
posal to a June meeting of the 
audit and finance committee, 
at which councillors will have 
to prioritize several projects 
for inclusion in the 2015-16 
budget. 

McCluslcey said the Sports¬ 
plex should be at or near the 
top of the list. “It must be five, 
six years or even more we’ve 
been talking about this,” she 
said. “In the meantime, we 
built the Canada Games Centre 
and we did the four-pad, we’ve 
got the Oval going. At the same 
time, the Sportsplex hasn’t 
moved ahead.”

Flames doused. 

HMCS Kingston crew 
extinguishes 'minor'

The 55-metre coastal de¬ 
fence vessel, built in 1996, 
was sailing for its home 
port in Halifax after a six- 
week mission in the Carib¬ 
bean when the smoke and 
heat alarms sounded, Ryan 
said. 

One member of the 
ship’s crew of 36 was close 
by and immediately set to 
work dousing the flames 
with a fire extinguisher. 

A preliminary investiga¬ 
tion suggests it was an elec¬ 
trical fire in the ship’s for¬ 
ward machinery room. 


The Kingston-class vessel 
and HMCS Glace Bay, a sis¬ 
ter ship that also took part 
in the Caribbean mission, 
were expected to arrive in 
Halifax on Wednesday. 

“Their schedule hasn’t 
changed and they don’t 
need assistance,” Ryan said. 

In February, an engine 
room fire aboard HMCS Pro- 
tecteur raged for 11 hours, 
leaving the 45-year-old sup¬ 
ply ship adrift in the Pacific. 

Protecteur was towed to 
Hawaii, where it is now be¬ 
ing prepared to be towed to 
its home port of Esquimalt, 
B.C.

Peppard said after her hour- 
long performance Sunday 
afternoon. 

Peppard, donning a cos¬ 
tume that took 300 hours to 
make, weaved in and out of 
song as she took the audience 
on the journey through Slay¬ 
ter’s eyes.

And 
the music was fantastic.”

Former premier says 
he’s proud of his legacy 


Veteran New Democrats 
praised their former leader 
and premier Darrell Dexter in 
an emotional tribute on Friday 
night, saying his legacy is one 
to remain proud of. 

In a brief ceremony at the 
outset of the party’s annual 
meeting, longtime colleagues 


recalled Dexter’s efforts to re¬ 
duce poverty and bring ship¬ 
building jobs to the province.

Home-equity 
assistance. Military 
member challenges 
government in court 
over housing costs 


A 24-year veteran of the Can¬ 
adian militaiy is taking the 
federal government to court 
Tuesday to recover thousands 
of dollars he lost on his home 
when he was posted to an¬ 
other base and got little com¬ 
pensation through a program 
that he says has caused finan¬ 
cial hardship for dozens of 
members. 

Maj. Marcus Brauer will be 
in federal court to seek a judi¬ 
cial review of a decision by the 
Treasuiy Board that concluded 
he should receive only $15,000 
for an $88,000 loss he took on 
the sale of his house in Alberta 
when he moved to Halifax in 
2007. 


Brauer said the unique 
case is being watched closely 
by other members who have 
suffered losses on home sales 
when they get posted to new 
bases, but usually only collect a 
portion of those losses through 
a federal home-equity assist¬ 
ance program. 

“It doesn’t just impact 
people — it destroys them,” he 
said in an interview. 

“These people are declar¬ 
ing bankruptcy, they’re losing 
their spouses. The impact is 
immense. For us, it’s been an 
absolute disaster.” 

The dispute involves the 
home-equity assistance pro¬ 
gram available to militaiy 
members who move frequently 
and run the risk of taking a 
bath on the sale of their prop¬ 
erties. 

Compensation is supposed 
to be available when a member 
has to transfer and sells a home 
in a depressed housing market. 
But National Defence and the 


Treasuiy Board are at odds over 
the definition of market and 
community. 

Brauer, who has moved 
more than five times, said he 
was posted to Canadian Forces 
Base Edmonton in 2007 along 


with his wife and young chil¬ 
dren. He paid $405,000 for a 
house in Bon Accord, a small 
community about 40 kilo¬ 
metres north of Edmonton. 

Three years later, he was 
posted to Halifax and sold his 


home for $317,000 following 
what he says was a market 
crash linked to the failure of 
several industrial projects in 
the area. 

Brauer, 42, applied for home- 
equity assistance, but says he

was told he would only qual¬ 
ify for payments up to $15,000 
rather than 100 per cent of the 
loss since the Treasuiy Board 
did not deem his home to be in 
a depressed housing market. 

The father of five children, 
aged four to 14, said he is losing 
$2,000 a month carrying the 
debt burden, which has includ¬ 
ed $10,000 in insurance costs 
because they have less equity. 
He is trying to raise $20,000 
through online donations and 
has sold off family heirlooms to 
cover legal fees.

The authorities in Kyiv will 
use the army in order to pre¬ 
vent Russian forces from mov¬ 
ing in, as they did in Crimea, 
Turchynov said, pledging am¬ 
nesty to anyone laying down 
arms by Monday morning. 

“The Security Council has 
made a decision to begin a 
large-scale anti-terrorist oper¬ 
ation with participation of 
army forces,” he said.

not going to allow Russia to 
repeat the Crimean scenario 
in Ukraine’s east.”

It was the first reported 
gun battle in eastern Ukraine, 
where armed pro-Russia men 
have seized a number of gov¬ 
ernment buildings in recent 
days.

No new electronic 
pings have been detected 
since Tuesday by an Aus¬ 
tralian ship dragging a U.S. 
Navy device that listens 
for flight recorder signals. 
Once officials are confi¬ 
dent that no more sounds 
will be heard — and that 
they have narrowed the 
search area as much as 
possible — a robotic sub¬ 
mersible will be sent down 
to slowly scour for wreck¬ 
age.

Stormwater Billing Review Process 

Property owners in the rural and suburban areas were recently 
billed by Halifax Water for stormwater service they receive through 
a system of Halifax Water ditches, culverts, and other related 
infrastructure. Property owners who believe they do not discharge 
any stormwater from their property into any portion of Halifax 
Water’s stormwater system can request a review through the 
following process: 

Step 1 - Contact Halifax Water Customer service at 490-4820, or 
email customerservice@halifaxwater.ca and request a review 
outlining why they feel they should be exempt from the stormwater 
charge. Halifax Water will conduct a review and reply in writing. 

Step 2 - If the property owner does not agree with Halifax Water’s 
review of their property, the property owner can file a “Notice of 
Objection” (Form 1) under section 7 of Halifax Water’s Regulations. 

Step 3 - If the property owner wishes to appeal Halifax Water’s 
review of the “Notice of Objection”, a complaint can then be made 
to the NSUARB under the Public Utilities Act.

Lunar 
eclipse for

Andrew Fazelcas, a spokes¬ 
man for the Royal Astro¬ 
nomical Society of Canada, 
says North America hasn’t 
seen a total lunar eclipse 
since 2011. 

“We’ve actually had this 
cosmic dry spell that we’ve 
been under that’s lasted over 
two and a half years now,” he 
said in a recent interview.

A raging fire leaped from hill¬ 
top to hilltop in the Chilean 
port city Valparaiso through¬ 
out the night and day on Sun¬ 
day, killing at least 11 people 
and destroying at least 1,000 


fire devastates Chilean port city 


homes. More than 10,000 
people were evacuated, includ¬ 
ing more than 200 female in¬ 
mates at a prison. 

The blaze began Saturday 
afternoon in a forested area 
above ramshackle housing on 
one of the city’s 42 hilltops, 
and spread quickly as hot ash 
rained over wooden houses 
and narrow streets. Electricity 
failed as the fire grew, with 
towering, sparking flames 


turning the night sky orange 
over a darkening, destroyed 
horizon. 

Eventually, neighbour¬ 
hoods on six hilltops were re¬ 
duced to ashes, including one 
hill just several blocks from 
Chile’s parliament building. 

“It’s a tremendous tragedy. 
This could be the worst fire in 
the city’s histoiy,” President 
Michelle Bachelet said as fire¬ 
fighters contained most of the 


blazes, mobilizing 20 helicop¬ 
ters and planes to drop water. 

The fire has destroyed 1,000 
houses so far and authorities 
warned that the toll of death 
and damage could rise once au¬ 
thorities can enter the remains. 
Militaiy Police Gen. Julio 
Pineda said 11 people were 
killed. More than 500 people 
were treated at hospitals, most¬ 
ly for smoke inhalation.

An HIV-infected Ugandan 
nurse, dubbed by the local 
press as “the killer nurse,” has 
been accused of deliberately 
injecting her blood into a two- 
year-old patient. 

The 64-year-old medical 
worker, Rosemaiy Namubiru, 
was charged with attempted 
murder, denied bail and sent 
to jail in an unusual case that 
many here see as a horrifying

But in the course of her 
trial — on the revised charge 
of criminal negligence — the 
nurse is attracting sympathy

U.S. looking into new

The U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations said Sunday 
that reports of a poison gas 
attack Friday in a rural village 
north of Damascus were so 
far “unsubstantiated,” add¬ 
ing that the United States was 
tiying to establish what really 
happened. 

Opposition groups, includ¬ 
ing the main Western-backed 
Syrian National Coalition, 
said the poison gas attack 
at Kfar Zeita hurt dozens of 
people, though it did not 
identify the gas used. State- 
run Syrian television blamed 
members of the al-Qaida- 


linlced Nusra Front rebel 
group for the attack, saying 
they used chlorine gas to kill 
two people and injured more 
than 100. It did not say how it 
confirmed chlorine was used. 

An opposition activist 
said government helicopters 
dropped a number of barrel 
bombs on the village that ap¬ 
peared to carry the toxic gas, 
killing one person and chok¬ 
ing about 100 people, many 
of them in their homes. 

In the Syrian capital, 
President Bashar Assad said 
the conflict was shifting in 
the government’s favour 
after a string of govern¬ 
ment triumphs against re¬ 
bels. Assad’s forces also have 
struck local ceasefire agree¬ 
ments with the opposition in 
a number of neighbourhoods, 
where weaiy rebels have 
turned over their weapons in 
exchange for an easing of suf¬ 
focating blockades.

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Kids need money to learn 


Allowances. The best 
way to teach children 
about money is to 
give them their own 
dough to manage

Before children can learn to 
manage money well, they 
first need to be able to get 
their sticky little fingers on 
the stuff. Most people have no 
problem with that concept. 
But when it comes to what 
you should require of your 
children in exchange for that 
allowance, the debate rages. 
Some people feel an allow¬ 
ance should have no strings 
attached. Others think it 
should be tied to chores in the 
home, school grades or behav¬ 
iour: “If you don’t smarten up, 
I’ll cut off your allowance!” 

Just as the allowance 
debate is strongly pro and 
con on the idea of attaching 
strings, so too is the debate 
about whether or not kids 
should work for their money. 
Some parents feel that school 
is a child’s job, and any other 
work detracts from poten¬ 
tial success at school. Others 
think that a part-time job 
is perfectly fine, while still 
others believe that a part- 
time job is essential because 
it begins the development of 
a good work ethic. 

From early on, children 
receive mixed messages 
about money. At home they 
hear one thing, at school and 
among their peers, another. 
Mom does it one way; Dad is 
the complete opposite. What 
is consistent is that nobody 
seems able to agree on the 
money rules. And often those

mixed messages stay with 
kids long after your parental 
influence has passed. 

I’m of the school that be¬ 
lieves that allowances should 
come strings-free and that it’s 
perfectly fine for children to 
get a part-time job to supple¬ 
ment their allowance — not 
to replace it — when they get 
older. 

Think about why you’re 
giving your kid an allowance. 
The objective should be to 
teach him money-manage¬ 
ment skills. The fact that you 
work hard for your money 
will be brought home when 
your child learns relative 
value — how many hours he 
has to work to afford that pair 
of running shoes. 

Money doesn’t work as a 
reward for good behaviour. 
Just ask any of the manage¬ 
ment theorists who have 
proven that money is not a 
motivator for adults. So why 


To learn how to manage 
money responsibly, children 
need a steady flow of funds 
they can rely on. 


• The experience of hand¬ 
ling a weekly allowance 
will teach many funda¬ 
mental skills, including 
how to manage a cash 
flow, how to plan ahead, 
the skill of setting goals 


should it be for children? 
Good behaviour is based on 
an understanding of right and 
wrong, thoughtfulness, caring 
and consideration, along with 
myriad other positive attrib¬ 
utes, all of which have to be 
internalized. 

Good grades are your 
child’s responsibility. School 
is his primaiy job and good 


(both short- and long¬ 
term) and how to save to 
satisfy a goal. 


• With your guidance, this 
cash flow can also be 
used to teach important 
lessons in borrowing and 
lending, the pleasure 
derived from sharing, 
and how to be a good 
consumer. 


grades are an indication that 
he is doing his job well. If you 
provide financial reward for 
good grades, you are exter¬ 
nalizing the reward. Instead, 
the reward should be inter¬ 
nalized: The self-esteem and 
pride that accompanies hav¬ 
ing done well. 

As for an allowance being 
payment for chores, who pays 


you to do the chores in your 
home? Chores are a part of 
each individual’s responsibil¬ 
ity to the family. Payment 
for regular chores negates 
a child’s individual respon¬ 
sibility as a member of the 
family unit. (Payment for ex¬ 
tra household tasks — those 
above and beyond a child’s 
normal chores — is fine when 
they are specifically doing the 
task to earn some money.) 

The biggest problem in ty¬ 
ing your child’s allowance to 
the completion of her chores 
comes on the day when you 
must withdraw the allowance. 
Now you’re teaching your 
child, “I have the money and 
you’ll have to do as I say to get 
some of it!” That’s a straight- 
out power play. “I have the 
money, so I have the power.” 
A far better tack for children 
who don’t follow through on 
household responsibilities is 
to do a like-for-lilce compari¬ 
son. “Darling daughter, if you 
don’t make your bed, I’m go¬ 
ing to have to. And I only have 
time to do one thing, make 
your bed or make your lunch. 
Which one do you want to 
do?” 

Whatever your own ex¬ 
periences with money as a 
child, try to put them aside 
as you begin to teach your 
children how money works 
and the role it should play in 
their lives. To ensure money is 
not imbued with meanings it 
should have, don’t tie things 
like self-esteem, power or love 
to money. Stay balanced when 
you talk about it. And, above 
all, figure out what message 
you want your children to get 
from your money lessons. For, 
like it or not, they are learn¬ 
ing from you. What lesson 
would you like your child to 
learn today?

One colourful career. 

Ed Catmull's recipe 
for success will sound 
familiar to Pixar fans

The Man 

Pixar’s story is a little like those 
in its films: Some kids with 
moxie who did things different¬ 
ly took a risk and won over the 
world. And, just like in a fairy 
tale, Pixar’s stoiy has a hero. 

The current president of 
both Walt Disney Animation 
Studios and Pixar Animation 
Studios, Ed Catmull, came to 
movies by way of science. 

He garnered degrees in 
physics and computer science 
from the University of Utah. 
And his groundbreaking work 
in computer animation, while 
there, attracted the attention of 
the New York Institute of Tech¬ 
nology, which hired him to 
lead its new Computer Graph¬ 
ics Lab in 1974. From there, in 
1979, George Lucas brought 
in Catmull to lead Lucasfilm’s 
computer graphics division, 


which, in 1986, was purchased 
by Steve Jobs and renamed 
Pixar. The rest, as they say, is 
histoiy. But it might not have 
been, if not for Catmull and his 
cofounders’ forward-thinking 
managerial style and approach¬ 
es toward growing a business. 

The Message 

With the help of journalist 
Amy Wallace, Catmull has dis¬ 
tilled his working ethos into an 
engaging book, Creativity, Inc., 
which was published by Ran¬ 
dom House on April 8, that is 
part memoir, part storytelling, 
and part business guide. 

Pixar fans will enjoy behind- 
the-scenes stories and trivia 
(Monsters, Inc. was originally 
about a grown man dealing 
with frightening creatures no 
one else can see); business lead¬ 
ers will glean not just informa¬ 
tion but motivation, too (see 
sidebar). 

Catmull’s secret to success 
seems to be an unwavering 
dedication to looking for un¬ 
knowns and dealing with what 
he finds. He focuses on prepar¬ 
ing himself and his team to deal 
with unseen challenges when 
they’re found, rather than try¬ 
ing to prevent them, or worse, 
pretend they aren’t there. 


Catmull's career tips 


• “If there are people in 
your organization who 
feel they are not free 
to suggest ideas, you 
lose. Do not discount 
ideas from unexpected 
sources." 


• “There are many valid 
reasons why people 
aren't candid with 
one another in a work 
environment. Your job 
is to search for those 
reasons and then ad¬ 
dress them.” 


• “Do not fall for the illu¬ 
sion that by preventing 
errors, you won’t have 
errors to fix. The truth 
is, the cost of pre¬ 
venting errors is often 
far greater than the cost 
of fixing them.” 


• “Change and uncer¬ 
tainty are part of life. 
Our job is not to resist 
them but to build the 
capability to recover 
when unexpected 
events occur.”

For Passover, this is a per¬ 
fect entree whereby all the 
ingredients are kosher for 
the holiday. Keep in mind 
the only nuts not allowed 
are peanuts and sesame 
seeds.

Immediately pour half 
the sauce over the fish while 
it’s still warm.

Two down, two to go. 

It’s been only a few days 
since the Halifax Mooseheads 
knocked out the Gatineau 
Olympiques in a hard-fought 
QMJHL quarter-final series, 
and already coach Dominique 
Ducharme is thinking ahead 
to the next round. 

“The most important thing 
is to be ourselves and play our 
game,” said the Mooseheads 
bench boss Sunday. 

Halifax is getting some 
valuable time to rest and re¬ 
charge before their semifinal 
opener on Friday night against 
the third-seeded Val-d’or For- 
eurs at the Metro Centre. 

The Foreurs punched their 
ticket to the final four by beat¬ 
ing the Drummondville Vol- 
tigeurs 3-2 on Sunday to take 
that series in six games. 

The Mooseheads needed 
just five games to beat the 
Olympiques, including a 4-1 
win in the series-clinching 
game on Friday night. 

“A few days to prepare is 
important ... it’s good on the 
energy side,” said Ducharme 
of the full-week break they 
are getting. 

“It was a physical series 
against Gatineau.” 

This kind of rest is nothing 
new for the Mooseheads. 

Last year the team swept 
their way through the QMJHL 
playoffs in each of the first 
three rounds, then needed 
just five games against the 
Baie-Comeau Dralckar to cap¬ 
ture the President Cup title. 


The extra time to re-ener- 
gize was a big key in their 
playoff push last year, and this 
year is proving no different. 

“It’s a good thing but at the 
same time we’ve got to use it 
properly,” Ducharme said. 

“We’ve got to mentally be 
ready to go on Friday.” 

The rest also means addi¬ 
tional recuperation time for 


those injured, most notably 
high-scoring forward Darcy 
Ashley, who hasn’t played 
since the first round after 
suffering an upper-body in¬ 
jury. 

“We can’t confirm or say 
he’s going to be in for sure 
but we’re confident he will be 
back for Game 1,” said Ducha¬ 
rme.

If you like offence, then 
this should be a series for 
you. 

The league’s two-highest 
scoring teams will face off 
in the third round, with the 
Val-d’Or Foreurs scoring

son, followed by the Halifax 


Mooseheads at 292. 

In the playoffs, the two 
teams continue to light the 
lamp. 

Led by Jonathan Drouin, 
Niklolaj Ehlers and Philippe 
Gadoury, Halifax has scored 
48 goals in nine post-season 
games. 

As for the Foreurs, who 
have the league’s top scorer 
from the regular season in 
Anthony Mantha, they’ve 
found the net 40 times in 
10 games.

The Masters. Watson 
holds off first-time 
Augusta competitors 
Spieth, Blixt for his 
second green jacket 


Bubba Watson’s second Mas¬ 
ters title was nothing like the 
green jacket he won two years 
ago. 

The only daring shot Wat¬ 
son hit was one he really 
didn’t need. The wild swing 
in momentum came on the 
front nine, not the back nine 
of Augusta National. And the 
sweetest difference of all Sun¬ 
day was seeing his two-year-old 
son walk toward him on the 
edge of the 18th green after his 
three-shot victory over Jordan 
Spieth. 

Watson turned in another 
masterpiece and joined an elu¬ 
sive group as the 17th player 
to win the Masters more than 
once. 

He turned a two-shot deficit 
into a two-shot lead on the final 
two holes of the front nine, 


then kept Spieth, 20, and eveiy- 
one else at safe distance the rest 
of the way. Watson closed with 
a 3-under 69 to beat a pair of 
Masters rookies in Spieth and 
Jonas Blixt of Sweden. 

Two years ago, when he 
hit that wild hook out of the 
trees on the 10th hole to win 
in a playoff, his wife and newly 
adopted son were watching 
at home in Florida. This time, 
young Caleb was decked out 
in a green-and-white striped 
Masters shirt and green tennis 
shoes as he waddled over to his 
father. 

“This one’s a lot different,” 
Watson said. “The first one, for 
me, it was almost like I lucked 
into it.” 

After high-fiving the crowd 
on his way to sign his card, Wat¬ 
son returned to Butler Cabin to 
take back that green jacket he 
slipped on Adam Scott a year 
ago. 

“After giving it away last 
year, I wanted it back,” Watson 
said. “I told Adam we could just 
swap it back and forth eveiy 
year.” 

Spieth, hying to become the 
youngest Masters champion,

“Frustrating,” “embarrassing” 
and “disappointing” are just a 
few of the words the Toronto 
Maple Leafs used to describe 
the downward spiral that took 
place this season.

On Februaiy 26, the day the 
NHL schedule resumed, the 
Leafs were tied with the Mont¬ 
real Canadiens for third in the 
Atlantic Division. 

The Leafs lost their first 
three games after the break, 
but went on to win the next 
three and on March 13 sat 
second in the Atlantic Division 
with a three-point lead on both

Montreal and Tampa. Things 
looked good and no one could 
have predicted that within two 
weeks the team would be out of 
the playoff picture. 

On March 16, the Washing¬ 
ton Capitals defeated Toronto 
4-2 in what was the first of an 
eight-game nose dive. Adding 
to Toronto’s problems was the 
fact all eight losses came in 
regulation. 

Toronto went on to win just 
six games following the Olym¬ 
pic break for a record of 6-14-2 
down the stretch.

Raptors tie franchise 

record with 47th win 


The Pacers were back to being 
themselves Sunday. 

They made shots. They de¬ 
fended hard for 48 minutes. 
Lance Stephenson regained 
his swagger and, yes, the reel¬ 
ing Pacers even looked like a 
playoff-ready team. 

David West made three free 
throws in the final 15 seconds 
and Stephenson produced 
his league-leading fifth triple¬ 
double to give Indiana a 102-97 
win over Oklahoma City 102- 
97, putting the Pacers on the 
cusp of clinching the No. 1 seed 
in the Eastern Conference. 

“We’re going to treat it

We have to get that 
No. 1 spot,” Stephenson said. 
“That’s what we wanted from 
the beginning of the season so 
we have to take it, not get it, 
we have to take it.” 

All they need is a win Wed¬ 
nesday night at Orlando or one 
more Miami loss. The Heat 
visit Washington on Monday 
and host Philadelphia on Wed¬ 
nesday.

Kyle Lowry picked up his fifth 
foul at around the midway 
point of the fourth quarter — 
then was called for his sixth 20 
seconds later. 

It was the type of mistake 
that could prove costly for To¬ 
ronto in the playoffs, but this 
time the Raptors were able to 
overcome it. 

DeMar DeRozan scored 14 
of his 30 points in the fourth 
quarter, and the Raptors tied 
a franchise record for victories 
with a 116-107 win over the De¬ 
troit Pistons on Sunday. Lowry 
scored 28 points before fouling 
out with 5:51 remaining. 

“I was just glad the guys 
won it without me,” Lowry 
said. “DeMar was rested going 


into the fourth quarter, and 
he really took over down the 
stretch. That’s what happens 
when he is aggressive — he can 
take over a game.” 

The Raptors (47-33) had 
already clinched the Atlantic 
Division, and the victoiy over 
Detroit was their 10th in 14 
games. Toronto has reached 
the 47-win mark for the third 
time. The Raptors went 47-35 
in 2001 and 2007. 

Andre Drummond had 14 
points and 17 rebounds for 
the Pistons in the final home 
game of their dismal season. 
Detroit’s Josh Smith missed a 
fourth straight game with ten¬ 
dinitis in his left knee. 

Detroit trailed by as many 
as 18 in the first half but ral¬ 
lied to take the lead late in the 
third quarter. But no matter 
what the Pistons did, DeRozan 
always seemed to have an an¬ 
swer in the fourth. 

“I understood if we were 
going to win the game, then 


I had to step it up,” DeRozan 
said. “I just tried to make plays 
for us and get a couple of easy 
baskets.”
